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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims as finally rejected do not distinguish 
the claimed system and method from the cited prior art. 

Applicant argues Karasawa teaches away from using a system like fig. 13 of Karasawa because it teaches away from unequal path 
lengths. The examiner respectfully disagrees and believes that the applicant has misconstrued what was being stated in the reference 
about equal path lengths. The applicant cited as evidence col. 3, lines 57-62, and col. 8 lines 20-27 and 45-49 that Karasawa teaches 
away from unequal path lengths for all elements of the system. However, it is noted that those sections are specifically directed to the 
novel polarizing conversion means (see column 3, lines 1-2 and fig. 8) and that the equal path lengths referred to are for the two light 
components (i.e., the s and p polarization separated from the light source) to travel equally through the system and therefore maintain 
proper intensity. In other words as long as the two polarization components are side by side through the other elements of the system 
(like 4 and 9 in fig. 1 or 46 in fig. 13) they maintain "equal paths" and provide a more uniform intensity, which does happen with the 
combination made. Therefore the combination made in the rejection meets the teaching in Karasawa and the rejection is appropriate. 
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
